The amouat of 
wood consumed in mateh.es amounts to 
two or three forests of trees a day, but 
even with this eonsmmption. hardly any 
in-road has been made, for the growth, 
more than keeps up the supply. The 
American match, as well as the wood, 
now goes to all parts cf the world. The 
business is simply enormous, and it is 
constantly cm the increase."—Washing- 
ton Star. 


SURRENDER OF SANTIAGO. 


Gen. SliaJter'« Description cf 


Close of the Campaign In 


Eastern Cuba.

As witnesses of the ceremony of sur- 


render, I took the general officers with 
their staffs, and a guard of 100 men. 
Geti. Toral brought out with him his 
general officers and staffs and a body of 
troops of the same number. Gen. Lud- 
low had given rne the sword and spurs 
taken from the body of Gen. Vara del 
Rey, \\ ho bad been killed in the defense 
of El Canej, and requested metogive 
them to Gen. Toral 
During tbe inter- 


Mew prior to the declaration of sur- 
render I handed Gen. Toral the sword, 
informing him of the circumstances 
and tbe request from the officer who 
bad secured it that it be taken, back by- 
Gen del Kej's companions to bis home 
in Spain, and given to hib Jarailj. The 
picsentation of these articles was sn- 
tud} -unexpected by Gen. Toral, and as 
I spoke in English it was not until tbe 
translation was completed thathe fully 
realized what 1 -«as doing 
lie then 


showed a great deal of feeling; iu fact, 
lu> could hardly s,pe<rk. as his, emotions 
nearly o^erpoweicd him. lie received 
the sword and spurs and handed them 
to one of his staff, all of whom were 
equally surprised and gratified. 


Gen. 
Toral then made the formal 


declaration of the surrender, lie placed 
himself in fiont of the hundred men 
that he bad been permitted TO bring 
out to represent the Spanish army, 
with his officers near him. Our detach- 
ment was drawn up in lines fronting 
them. 
Advancing to the front of the 


center of his troops, he drew bis sword 
and presented arms, and said: "I sur- 
render the Spanish troops under nay 
command, and this place." I was about 
20 feet in front of and facing him. and, 
causing my command to present arms, 
replied that I accepted his surrender 
in behnlf of tbe government of 
the 


United States. 


Thih completed the ceiemony of the 


surrender s,o far as the troops were 
concerned.—Gen. William II.

she and her companions in the second 
cabin were unable to lie or fctand in on< 
position. They were nurled fru.u theh 
beds and battered and bruised, and ii 
they tried to stand they -were unable 
even by grasping firmly hold of somf 
object, to keep from being: thrown first 
upon their faces and then upon their 
backs, as the vessel stood first upon one 
end and then upon the other. She was 
thrown out of bed repeatedly, one time 
being forced under a settee, where she 
received many bruises. She considers 
herself fortunate to have scaped without 
broken bones. 


Mrs. Greaves pays high compliments 


to the stokers and the engineers, who 
worked 40 or 50 hours without food or 
sleep. She pays that it was doubtless 
because of the efforts of the chief en- 
gineer and the crew that the vessel was 
saved. 


From personal acquaintance with Cap- 


tain Atkin, and observations resultin 
from five voyages with him.Mrs. Greaves 
says she has no sympathy with those 
vho imply cowardice on his part, and be- 
lieves that the stories to that effect have 
been caused by magnifying some trifling 
matter. She considers that he stood no- 
bly at his post throughout, and that no 
officer could have done more than he 
did under the circumstances. He was 
nervous and excited at times, but never 
to the extent of losing his self control. 


The only incident which she noticed 


that cottld be commented upon.was when 
he ordered the chief officer to /get hit- 
boat for him to go ashore at St. Mi- 
chaels, after he had already sent it on 
another trip; and as he had forgotten 
it, and was unwilling to admit it, there 
were some words between him and the 
other officer, though not of a harsh na 
ture. 


Mrs. Greaves understood that he haa 


been very 111, and had not sailed th 
last trip previously, and to this fact, anc 
to the terrible strain of the week's ex 
pcrience, she ascribes any apparen 
lapse of Captain Atkin's customary vigo 
and endurance. She was very pronounce! 
in her indorsement of him, both as a mai 
and a commanding officer. Captain At 
kin did all that he could to make the pas 
sergers comfortable as he sent them 
away ,p the boats, even throwing his oil 
skin coat to one old Jewish woman whx 
was clothed only in her night apparel. 


FEARS ARE AROUSED. 


New York, March 12.—All the infor- 


mation regarding the condition of Rud- 
yard Kipling that Mr. Poubleday, his 
friend, would communicate to the re- 
porters Saturday was that f\he sick man 
felt better than he did Friday. Mr. 
Doubleday would give no direct reply 
to questions as to how the night was 
passed by Mr. Kipling, nor would he 
either confirm or deny the statement that 
the fact of, little Josephine's death had 
been made known to her father. Mr. 
Doubleday's reticence and an appear- 
ance of anxiety that was observed in his 
demeanor has aroused the fear that Mr. 
Kipling's progress toward convalescence 
is not altogether satisfactory. 


ULTIMATUM TO CHINA. 


Pekin, March 12.—The Italia*! ministei 


hero, Sigr.'or Martine, addressed a note 
to the foreign office yesterday evening, 
making a request to take back the Ital- 
ian dispatch asking for a concession and 
notifying the foreign office to accept ii 
as a demand, adding that he was \\ illiug 
to enter into friendly negotiations as to 
the details, but insisting upon an a/ns\vei 
within four days. This n«ce was couched 
in courteous terms, but the Chinese re- 
gard it in, the nature of an ultimatum, to 
which they will probably yield. 


MONEY FOR CUBANS. 


New York, March 12. — A squad of 39 


picked men from company B, Thirteenth 
regulars, under command of Captain 
Little, went to the sub-treasury Satur- 
day, 
and the $3,000.000 for the Cuban 


army was loaded into 10 trucks. Two 
armed private guards, three soldiers and 
police were detailed to each truck. The 
trucks were driven to the government 
tug Meigs, and the money was trans- 
ferred on it to the government steamer 
Meadf. 


SUFFOLK COUNTY CRIME.

OUT ON A STRIKE. 


Providence, E. 1L, March 12.—Some C3 


boys employed by the A. C. Messier com- 
pany, manufacturing jewelers of this 
city in making "beauty pins." went out 
on strike Saturday morning on an al- 
leged reduction of wages amounting to 
about 30 per cent. The claim is advanced 
that the cut was made on work already 
done, without an intimation to the em 
•pieces. The firm employs about 2oO 
hands, and Mr. Messier denied later in 
tho day that a strike had occm-rcd. Ht 
s-tated that perhaps a few of the employes- 
had left, but he had not been made 
aware of the fact.

Ships can be placed in proper positions 
on the shores of the bay of Manila to 
command the country for miles, and by 
co-operation with the army through the 
agency o£ the signal corps, the insur- 
gents can be shelled out of the jungles 
many miles inland by the warships. 


The next and last feature of Dewey's 


task will be the establishment of a close 
blockade to prevent munitions of war 
or supplies from reaching the insurgents, 
providing there are any insurgents re- 
maining after Otis and Lawton have 
made .their forward move. 


Admiral Wewey has been instructed 


to prescribe his own uniform for the 
exalted rank to which he has just been 
appointed, although it is not believed 
he has given much attention to the mat- 
te_- of uniform of late. His flag is blue, 
with four stars set in the shape of & 
diamond. His uniform under former 
regulations, when the navy had an ad- 
miral, would be four staru on his shoul- 
der straps, the end stars being- upor 
anonors. Upon his sleeves he would wear 
two very broad bands of golrt, between 
which would be a ifand of yellow half the 
width of the outside bands. The yel- 
low on his sleeves would extend nearly 
to the elbows. By a-special i ct -jf Con- 
gress passed in the closing hours. Admi- 
ral Dewey will receive the yay of the 
last general of the army. 


It was positively denied in th» adj.u- 


tant general's office Saturday that any 
dispatch had been received from General 
Otis regarding a conference with Genera1 
Lawton. It is well understood, however, 
that General Otis is only awaiting the 
arrival of the remainder of his rein- 
forcements to inaugurate an active cam- 
paign. The war department, accord- 
ing to its officials, is awaiting with quits 
as mjch interest as the public some* 
de finite news from the Philippines whicl 
will show just how General Otis intends 
to utiliz • General Lawton and his rein- 
forcements in the campaign against the 
natives. 


It has been quite generally understood 


without official confirmation, however 
that General Lawton on his arrival would 
be assigned to active command of opera- 
tions in the field, leaving General Otis 
moie time for the administrative dutiei 
of military government. The depart 
mwit aveib that it has not tied the com- 
manding general's hand with any ban 
and fast orders, and that the only in 
structions sent him have been in genera 
terms. 


General Lawton's training in Indian 


fighting has peculiarly fitted him foi hi: 
present command. One of his numerou. 
Indian sobriquets, literally translated, 
is "The Man Who Gets Up and Fights 
in the Middle <j the Night." It v\as his 
sunrise clash into Siboney that sent the 
Spanish detachment there Hying to La 
Guasimas, leaving its breakfast on the 
fire for tho American troops to eat.

Great surprise has been expressed 
thai tha n«w atone dry dock authorized 
in the naval appropriation bill passed 
at the recent session of copgress should 
be located at Portnmonth, N. H. One j 
granite dock has already been provided 
for at Boston »nd wben tbi* additional i 
granite dock was authorized experts in 
the navy department naturally sup 
poeed that it would be located at League ] 
bland navy yard. The latter station, 
however, is to be put off with a timber 
dock. 


The secretary of the navy was given; 


discretionary powers in the matter of lo- 
cating thto dry dock and it 
was an- 


nounced to-day that the bureau of yards 
and docks had decided to issue adver- 
tisements within the next month for the 
construction of this granite dork at 
Portsmouth. 
It is to be a dock of the 


largest proportions. 


The friends of League Island cannot 


understand why two first-class dry docks 
should be located within sixty miles of 
each other on Jhe New England coast 
There h.»s been no recommendation for 
anch a dock «t Portsmouth by any naval 
board. 
In fact when the provision 


of the naval bill far last yew author- 
ising four new dry docks was under dis- 
cussion in (he house it wa» sbuwn that 
there had been no recommendation for 
a first-clan dock of any material at 
Portsmouth. 


That board specified in its report that 


* dry dock at Portsmouth was not re- 
commended because of the "lack of 
some of the requisites" for a navy yard 
and dry docks. 


After a stiff fight the house agreed to 


include Portsmouth in the list of yards 
where docks were to be located. It was 
decided to equip Boston with a granite 
dock, but none of ihe Pennsylvania del- 
egation who were looking after the in- 
terests of League Island imagined that 
when an additional stone dock was pro- 
Tided for it would be located at Ports- 
month. 


It was taken as a matter of course that 


it would be built at the safest and most 
important navy yard on the Atlantic 
coast, League Island. The decision of 
the department has been otherwise and 
the new docks at League Island and 
Mure Island are, to be constructed of 
timber. 


The plans for these docks have not 


been altogether completed, although it 
is proposed to use for Portsmouth the 
plans that "were prepared last winter 
for the granite dock at Boston. It is 
not likely that the department will re 
consider its 'lecidon, but the friends of 
League Island are expected to make a 
protest against the discrimination in 
favor of the New England coast.

Unlike 
its African cousin, the ostrich, the emu 
has no value as a feather-producing 
bird, though its beautiful eggs, dark 
green in color and roogh of surface, 
are much in request to be mounted 
as vases and similar ornaments. 


Emus are generally seen in pairs, 


and throng the great plains on whose 
grass they chiefly live. They nest dur- 
ing the Australian winter, in May and 
June. They have fin er ideas on the sub- 
ject of nesting than the ostrich, who 
is content to lay her eggs in a scrap- 
ing in the sand;. the tynu chooses a 
place near some tree or stump, and 
here collects' a bed of leaves, grass or 
bark. There is a touch of originality 
.about this nest; it is quite- flat, only 
an inch or two thick, and is oblong, 
about 'four feet in length and two 
feet, six inches across. The bird is not 
particular in the matter of materials. 
She is satisfied with -whatever happens 
to be convenient, often stripping the 
bark from the tree near which she has 
selected her site, and using that for 
the purpose. On this bed the hen lays 
her eggs, arranging them so that their 
length lies with the length of the oval 
nest. She may lay as many as 18 eggs, 
but this- number is unusual, the average 
"clutch" being only nine; the duty of 
hatching the eggsisundertaken entire- 
ly by the male, who has to d«vot& eight 
weeks to the business.

Oats and Pea* for Feed. 


Experts do not believe there is muca 


if any profit in sowing oats alone to be 
cut for green feed or for soiling. 
The 


oat crop is a very exhaustive one, and 
even if cut green it leaves the soil.in 
poor" condition for any other crop. But 
with peas the case is different. 
They 


really enrich the soil through the no- 
dules which grow on pea roots, as they 
do on the roots of all leguminous 
plants. 
But to sow peas alone is very 


unsatisfactory. 
The pea vines can- 


not hold themselves up, and as they 
fall on the ground the vines are mil- 
dewed. One-third weight of oats sown 
with peas will probably make the 
growth of each about equal. 
There 


will be some pods with peas in them 
on peas thus grown, and when cut 
green for soiling these peas in their 
pods can be eaten without danger of 
hurting the stock fed by them. 
If 


some gypsum or land plaster is sown 
with this mixture it will greatly help 
the peas, and will also be good for the 
oats by keeping the soil moist.

It may happen that to 


procure clover, or bulky food, is diffi- 
cult, hut more mineral matter can be 
added to the grain diet "by giving a 
variety. 
For instance, bran containl" 


four times as much mineral matter as 
corn, and when gram is used it will be 
an advantage to feed bran, made into a 
stiff dough or cooked as bread, adding 
also oats, wheat, and buckwheat to 
afford changes in the food.

Melon 


Melons and cucumbers may be ob- 


tained early by starting the seeds on 
sods four inches square turned upside 
down and placed under glass. If kept 
well watered the plants will nourish, 
take root in the sod and be well started 
when the weather is warm enough to 
transplant then into the open field. 
This, plan is about the only -way one 
can be sure of watermelons in Central 
and Northern New England. Another 
way is to start seed inside of a turnip 
which has been scraped out, leaving 
only a thin wall. When the turnip is 
set out it will 
decay, allowing the 


melon to take hold on the soil.

Cure of Grafts. 


Experts believe in cutting grafts 


some weeks befors they are to be used, 
as this secures thsia when they have 
not filled with sap as they are in early 
spring. The graft should be kept in 
sand very slightly moistened. In this 
the cut surface will not dry up, but 
rather a sap will exude from it that 
when set will help it to unite with the 
stock in which it is placed. If 
the 


grafts are cut early, and thus preserved 
in condition, it is rather better to defer 
grafting until the ouds on the limbs 
cut away to inseit the graft are just 
ready to burst into leaf. 


Perfumed. Butter a Fad.

of Trees. 


It has been thoroughly demonstrated 


that the best time to spray fruit trees 
for the codling moth is directly after 
the flower petals fall. The reason for 
this being the best time is that'the 
calyx, or green outer section to the 
blossom bud, is now open. After the 
petals of the flowers have fallen the 
poison may be thrown into the heart 
of the fruit to be, the sepals being 
opened wide. 


The moth lays its egg in the blos- 


som; it does not take many days for it 
to hatch. If spraying is not done until 
a couple of weeks after the flower 
petals fall the green sepals will have 
closed up, making a snug little house 
for the-moth, from which it has no 
egress save through eating its way out. 
Whereas, if sprayed directly after the 
blossom falls, the young worm will get 
the full benefit of the poison, and be 
forever done away with. 


One pound of pans green is used to 


one hundred and fifty or two hundred 
gallons of water.
